50 or 100 feet wide from the resi-
dential- zone. The best way is to
lay parks out. If you can make
a plan showing where these ought
to be, you will find ways of getting
thém done. i

“Every city of' this size ought to
be spending about 4c of its tax
r on parks, trees and® play-
ounds. Every mile there should
be ten. geres for a combined school

playground and park. As you ac-
other school sites' you are
going to have the problem that
